3. (Currently Amended) The [[A]] method of claim 2, wherein said 
data set owned by a private label account provider comprises a private lahicl account 
identifier. 

4. (Currently Amended) Tlie [[A]] method according to claim 3, 
wherein said transaction device is operable to provide said private label siccount identifier 
to said RFID reader. 

5. (Currently Amended) Tjie [[A]] method according to claim 4, 
wherein said RFID reader is operable to receive said private label accourl identifier in 
magnetic stripe format. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said data set is stored on 
said database in magnetic stripe format 
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7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, furtliier coinprising 
providiug a private label transaction account asoQoiatod \^ith privato labul acQOunt 
i d e ntifier , said private Jabel transaction account having a value associated with transaction 
account usage, and wh^ein said private label transaction results in a modification of said

8. (Currently Amended) A method for facilitating a erivate label 
account transaction us ing data sets stored on a radio frequency transacticn device, the 
method comprising the steps of:

format and a second data storage area configured to store a second data set in a second 
format different from said first format, 

said first data set associated with a first owner and said da.ta storage area 
configured to store said first data set in said first format independent of said second data 
set, and, 

said second data set associated with said second owner and said data storage 
area configured to store said second data set in said second format independent of said first 
data set, wherein said first data set is associated with one of a private label transaction 
account, and a calling card transaction account, and said second data set is associated with 
one of a private label transaction account, calling cani transaction accourt, and a credit 
card transaction account; 

a remote database configured to store a [[exact]] duplicate [[representation]] 
of said first data storage area and said second data storage area; and 

an interaction device configured to read and write data to s:aiid transaction 
device storage area, said interaction device configured to receive said first and second data 
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sets from said remote data base, and to provide said first and second data sets to said 
transaction device database. 
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
